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Many such true stories are known about 
Wyatt Earp, whose famous guns left trails of 
smoke and danger in Dodge City, Tomb¬ 
stone, Nome, Colton and many another 
Western town. His pistols and his deadly 
aim, it is said, upheld law and order more 
than any other single 
force in our frontier 
era. And yet Wyatt 
Earp is remembered 
as a soft spoken, quiet 
mannered man.
